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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 -5, 7-20 and 22-31 are pending in the application and were examined 
on their merits. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Attorney Richard Fichter on March 31 , 2006. 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Claim 1 1 , delete everything except for the period after 'claim 1 , wherein' and 
replace with -the heated mixture in step (a) is cooled to 1 0 to 80 °C - therefor. 

Claim 14, replace '4 -8' with - 4 : 8~, replace '3-6' with -3 : 6— and replace 0.5- 
2.5 with -- 0.5 : 2.5 --. 
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Claim 26, delete everything except for the period after 'claim 1, wherein' and 
replace with -the heated mixture in step (a) is cooled to 1 0 to 80 °C - therefor. 

Claim 28, replace '4 -8' with - 4 : 8--, replace '3-6' with -3:6 — and replace 0.5- 
2.5 with - 0.5 : 2.5 -. 

Claims 1-5, 7-20 and 22-31 are allowed. 
The closest prior art is as follows: 

Bang et al. (KR 2001 102650 A) disclosed that Artemisia capillaris and Gardeniae 
fructus were both advantageous for use in treating Behcet's disease. Bang et al. did not 
teach the extracts of these herbs, nor the incorporation of Rhei rhizome. 

Kim, H. (KR 2002090175 A) disclosed a composition comprising extracts of 
Artemisia capillaris and Gardenia jasminoides, however, did not teach the incorporation 
of Gardenia fructus, nor the incorporation of Rhei rhizome.
